A hazy sky hu ng low when the 
tongu es of a half dozen bells in si­ 
lent steeples spoke ou t that it was 
time for all men to come forth and 
.giv e ex pression, by ballot, of their 
sentiment on one of the greatest is­ 
su es that ev er confronted the v oters 
•at any prev iou s election. 
There was 
a tone of sadness in it all and the 
clanging and the banging, the ru mb­ 
ling and the gru mbling, the jingling 
and the tingling, the jingling and the 
tingling of “ the bells, 
bells, 
bells, 
bells, bells,” cau sed cold 
chills to 
■chase one another u p and down one’s 
spinal colu mn. 
Happy faced y ou ngsters were on 
the streets early , 
shou ting to the 
v oters, and wearing a badge say ing 
“ Vote Yes For Me,” and feeling that 
they were a liv ing part of this great 
and gloriou s cou ntry . 
Bonfires were 
bu ilt at the v oting places and v ehicles 
flitted “hither and- thither” in qu est 
of the delinqu ent and tardy v oters; 
altogether, it had the air of a “ real- 
for-su re” election. 
Reports late in the day from the 
ou tly ing precincts in the cou nty were 
conflicting. 
In some places they de­ 
clared a small v ote was being polled, 
while others claimed ninety per cent. 
The dry s were more activ e than the 
wets and hav e the only real organi­ 
zation. 
The wets were obliged to de­ 
pend solely u pon an edu cation cam ­ 
paign in the newspapers. 
Many of 
them freely admitted defeat since the 
campaign has been oti and in some 
instances, the better informed men in 
the organization, declared the dry s 
cou ld hav e carried Ru sh cou nty by a 
thou sand v otes if 
they had 
nev er 
made the slightest effort. 
All along, 
they hav e pinned their hopes on a 
repeal of the law and ev en today , 
they still held ou t “hoping against 
hope.” 
They figu red it possible for 
the bill to pass and be signed by the 
gov ernor, thu s making the election 
held here, v oid 
and of 
no conse­ 
qu ence. 
Qu ite a few Repu blicans, who de­ 
clared they were stau nch and stead­ 
fast in the faith, did not go to the 
polls. 
Some of them, who fav ored 
^seasoned legislation” on the qu es­ 
tion— for instance, fiv e high class sa-

saloon shou ld be allowed to stand in 
preference to the blind tiger and the 
bootleggers. 
The dry s 
perfected a 
telephone 
sy stem y esterday with which they be­ 
liev e they accomplished 
mu ch good. 
The women of the city were anx iou s 
to get into the fight for the dry s and 
a campaign was 
mapped 
ou t for 
them. The cou nty was 
div ided into 
sections and one woman was assign­ 
ed to each section. 
It was her du ty 
to telephone ev ery woman with whom 
she was acqu ainted, asking that she 
impress u pon her hu sband the neces­ 
sity of v oting “y es.” 
The woman to 
whom the telephonic commu nication 
was sent was asked to telephone all 
of her neighbors and in this way an 
endless chain was perfected. 
It is 
thou ght that nearly ev ery home in the 
cou nty , where there is a 
telephone, 
was reached by this plan. 
Many ' of the 
cou ntry 
chu rches 
serv ed lu nch free to the v oters to­ 
day . 
John A. Titsworth. who m ar­ 
shaled and led the dry forces in the 
present campaign, predicted that the 
dry s wou ld 
carry the 
election by 
14 97 , an estimate he made on a basis 
of ninety per cent of the v ote going 
to the polls.

The post cards are u sed now for 
ev ery conceiv able pu rpose. 
Ev en on 
the most grotesqu e kinds there is 
space enou gh for a short message 
and they are u sed for any thing that 
is not of su ch a priv ate natu re it 
mu st be enclosed 
in 
an 
env elope. 
Lov e 
messages, 
death 
annou nce­ 
ments, bu siness calls, inv itations and 
all kinds of messages go on these 
cards and thou sands of them are 
bou ght to send to friends ju st as 
keepsakes. 
At first the post office 
departm ent frowned on the bu siness, 
bu t in spite of restrictions the bu si­ 
ness grew and now it is su ch a well 
recognized sou rce of income that the 
department is encou raging it. 
The sou v enir post card craze has 
taken the cou ntry as forcefu lly as it 
has permeated ev ery tissu e of the 
cities, and ev ery mail carrier in Ru sh 
cou nty will tell ju st how thorou ghly 
it has done it. 
“A few y ears ago it was practical­ 
ly u seless for u s to take the one-cent 
stam ps with u s ov er 
ou r 
rou tes,” 
said one carrier ou t of Ru shv ille a 
few day s 
ago. 
“Ev ery one 
bou ght 
twos and it was only v ery rarely that 
we had a call for ones. Bu t now* that 
is changed,” he continu ed, “and now*, 
instead of rarely hav ing a calf for 
one cent v alu es, at least half of the 
calls are for that denomination and 
ell as manv ones as twros.”

Indianapolis, Feb. 27.—Defeated iD 
the last inning by Governor Marshall, 
the advocates of Sunday baseball im­ 
mediately warmed up for another test 
of strength by presenting an entirely 
new bill. 
The latter is expected to 
overcome the governor’s objections to 
the criginal measure on the ground of 
its being too broad in its provisions. 
Governor Marshall didn’t hesitate long 
in vetoing ihe Brolley bill. Evidently 
he had his mind made up in advance, 
as he fired it back to the house with 
a message calling attention to alleged 
defects that were pointed out by its 
opponents. Laying aside the question 
of its constitutionality, which had been 
raisfcd, the governor said that the 
Brdiley bill, in his opinion, not only 
permitted Sunday baseball between 
the hours of 1 and 6 in the afternoon, 
but that it would legalize horse racing, 
football, prize fighting, and all sorts of 
gambling at the same hours. 
He 
didn’t care to assume the responsibil­ 
ity fqr throwing down the bars to that 
limit, so he returned the bill without 
his approval. The governor’s message 
left many members of the legislature 
in doubt regarding what he may do on 
the new bill 
He said that he does not 
think there is anyone in Indiana who 
does not know that he is opposed to 
Sunday baseball, but he had not in­ 
tended to interfere with the legislature 
in the matter until he found what kind 
of a bill it had passed. 


I 
----- * 
The advocates of the Sunday base­ 
ball bill held a conference and drew a 
new one, which they believe will re­ 
move the doubts from the governor's 
mind regarding its purpose. 
It was 
admitted that many errors were made 
in preparing the original bill. 
Repre­ 
sentative Brolley introduced it, and 
over the objection of Representative 
Talbott Speaker Honan referred it to 
the committee on cities and towns, 
which reported it for passage. It will 
be printed at once. 
Speaker Honan 
is for it and will give it the right of 
way, so that it will reach the senate 
late Monday afternoon. 
If no serious 
obstacles are interposed the senate 
will pass it, so that it will reach the 
governor by next Thursday. 
The ad­ 
vocates of the measure say they know 
the governor will not veto it in its 
present form. 
The senate, it is be­ 
lieved, will be so occupied with the lo­ 
cal option fight, the biennial appropria­ 
tion bill and other matters that it will 
not he of a mind to take up the new 
Brolley bill. 
The new bill could be 
advanced to second« reading in the 
house today after the committee re­ 
port is made, but it is believed that it 
can lot be passed by the house before 
Moiiday 
or 
Tuesday, 
The 
senate 
would, therefore, not get the bill until 
Tuesday or Wednesday, and it would 
require that little or no time be lost to 
pass it before adjournment Monday 
week. 


When William Jennings Bryan de­ 
livered his address to the members of 
the assembly there were so many vis­ 
itors that little room was left for mem­ 
bers. Bryan was accompanied by John 
W. Kern, his running mate in the re­ 
cent campaign, and Governor Marshall. 
The distinguished guests received an 
ovation. Bryan’s address was suppos­ 
ed to be entirely non-partisan, but it 
savored strongly of his speeches of 
last campaign. 
He went after corpor­ 
ations generally. His attacks on pred­ 
atory wealth sounded very much like 
his campaign utterahces. 
He urged 
the Democrats to stand by their plat­ 
form. He advocated the passage of a 
bank guaranty and general primary 
elections law. 
He also made his old 
plea for electioh of United States sen­ 
ators by direct vote. 


The senale took a hand io settling 
Terre Haute’s trouble over the ap­ 
pointment of the school board by pass­ 
ing Senator Beal’s bill providing for 
the election of school trustees there 
by the people. 
This measure is ex­ 
pected to take the board out of the 
mire of party politics. 


The 
house 
suspended 
rules 
and 
passed a bill to prohibit the sale of 
dead bodies of inmates of county, city 
or state institutions to medical col­ 
leges. 
Representative Garrard oppos­ 
ed the bill, saying that it would force 
the medical colleges to steal bodies. 


The house defeated Representative 
Foor’s bill to provide for the election 
of township trustees in “off years.” It 
would have extended the terms of the 
present trustees two years.

XIII.—How Animals Grow

NTMALS, unlike plants, can cb- 
/ j k 
tain none of their food from th€ 
soil, air or water, but must havt 
it prepared for them. Without 
plants there could be no animal life, 
since animals are dependent upon 
them, either directly or indirectly, for 
food. 
A study of the way animals 
make use of this food in building up 
their bodies will help us to better un­ 
derstand the principles of feeding. 
There are three main constituents of 
feeds—fats, carbohydrates and albumi­ 
noids, or protein. The fats are made 
up of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen. 
The carbohydrates, of which starch 
and .sugar are familiar examples, are 
made up of the same elements put to­ 
gether in different proportions. 
An­ 
other of the carbohydrates Is cellu­ 
lose, or the woody fiber of plants. This 
is hard to digest, but some of it is 
used in animal growth. Albuminoids 
contain not only carbon, hydrogen and 
oxygen, but nitrogen also. In addition 
to these three constituents of food it 
also contains some mineral elements, 
which are commonly referred to as 
ash. 
This ash is used In building up the 
bones, hair, horns and hoofs. The al-

buminoids also form a considerable 
portion of these parts of the body. 
Their chief use, however, is in build­ 
ing up the muscles, tissues and vari­ 
ous organs. 
The fats and carbohy­ 
drates are used to-furnish energy and 
heat. They are the fuel of the body. 
By uniting with oxygen they give off the 
heat and energy required to keep the 
body running/in much the same way 
that the elements of coal or wood 
unite with oxygen to furnish heat and 
power when burned In a steam engine. 
Not all of the fats and carbohydrates 
are 
burned 
immediately, 
however. 
Some of the fats go to build up fatty 
tissues. 
Some of the carbohydrates 
are changed to fats and used in the 
same w*ay, and some are stored in the 
liver in the form of glycogen to be 
used when needed. 
Before these various food elements 
can be used by the auiinai they must 
go through a process called digestion. 
The first step in digestion consists in 
taking the food into the mouth. Each 
class of animals has a different way 
of doing this. 
Watch the cows feed­ 
ing iu the pasture. 
They reach out 
their long tongues and gather in a 
mouthful of grass, breaking it off with 
a peculiar twist as it comes against 
their lower teeth. They cannot bite it 
off, since they have no upper teeth 
in front. 
The horse gathers iu the 
grass with his lips and bites it off be­ 
tween his teeth. 
For this reason 
horses can eat grass down much closer 
to the ground than cattle can. 
After the food is taken into the 
mouth it is chewed and mixed with 
saliva. 
This saliva serves two pur­ 
poses—to moisten the food and to 
change some of the starch to sugar. 
This change is brought about by the 
action of enzymes which the saliva 
contains. 
These work in the same 
way as do the enzymes in a germi­ 
nating seed, which prepare the food 
for the little plant. 
Sugar and starch, as we have learn­ 
ed, are both composed of carbon, hy­ 
drogen and oxygen, the only differ­ 
ence being that they are put together 
I11 a little different way. 
The action 
of the enzymes changes the relation 
of these elements in the starch, ar­ 
ranging them in such a manner as to 
form sugar. 
All the starch in the food must be 
changed to some form of sugar be­ 
fore it can be used by the animal in 
building up the various parts of its 
body. 
Since the food remains iu tbe 
mouth only a comparatively short 
time, however, only a small part of the 
starch can be acted upon there. 
The 
rest is changed later, as we shall see. 
The main purpose of the saliva is to 
moisten the food. This moistening, to­ 
gether with the chewing, reduces it to 
a moist, finely divided mass, ready 
to be swallowed and acted upon by 
the other digestive juices, 
WThile tbe essential processes of di­ 
gestion are the same for all animals, 
the way in which the work is carried 
on varies somewhat. 
The horse and 
the hog have but one stomach. 
As 
the food enters this a churning mo­ 
tion begins, which gradually forces 
the partially digested mass along to­ 
ward the lower end. The saliva con­ 
tinues to act on the starch, and anoth­ 
er fluid, the gastric Juice, Is poured 


out from the walls of the stomach. 
The main duty of this gastric juice is 
to change the albuminoids into a form 
in which they can be absorbed and 
used by the animal. 
Cattle and sheep have a very large 
stomach, wrhich is divided into four 
parts. Animals of this kind are called 
ruminants. When the food is swallow­ 
ed it passes into the first stomach, 
which serves the purpose of a store­ 
house. 
Here the action of the saliva 
continues, and the water which the 
animal drinks softens the food to a 
considerable extent. 
After a time the 
food passes into the second stomach, 
which forces it back to the mouth, a 
little at a time. 
Here it is chewed 
thoroughly. 
You 
have 
often 
seen 
cows lying in the shade “chewing 
their cud.” This cud is the’food that 
has been sent up to the mouth by the 
second stomach. 
After being chewed the food 
is 
swallowed again. This time It passes 
directly through the first stomach to 
the third. 
Here it becomes still fur­ 
ther softened, finally passing into the 
fourth or true stomach. The function 
of the first three compartments is 
simply to prepare the food to be acted 
upon by the true stomach. 
After leaving the stomach the par­ 
tially digested food passes into the 
small intestines. 
Here it is acted 
upon by three fluids—the bile, pan­ 
creatic juice and intestinal juice. The 
chief use of the bile is to digest the 
fats, making them intq a sort of a 
soapy fluid, in which form they are 
ready to be absorbed into the blood. 
Both the pancreatic and intestinal 
juices act upon the remaining starch, 
completing the change into sugar. The 
pancreatic juice also completes the di­ 
gestion of the albuminoids, in which 
work the intestinal juice may also 
take a small part. 
Another work of 
the pancreatic juice is to assist in 
decomposing the fats. 
The intestinal 
juice breaks cane sugar up into sim­ 
pler sugars, such as glucose. 
After the food has been digested the 
usable portions are ready to be ab­ 
sorbed into the blood. 
Digestion has 
changed the fats, proteins and starches 
into a form in which they are soluble. 
In this fluid state they pass through 
the walls of the stomach and intestines 
and are emptied into the blood. 
The blood is taken to all parts of the 
body by the arteries, which subdivide 
to form tiny capillaries. These are so 
small and close together that a pin 
prick on the skin anywhere wrill pierce 
some of them. 
There are two main 
parts to the blood—the fluid of plasma 
and the red corpuscles—which give it 
its color. 
Each part of the body selects from 
the blood the food materials which it 
needs. Thus the bones will take ash, 
while the muscles will take protein, 
to build up their wornout parts. 
The 
waste, broken down parts are burned, 
together with as much fats and sug­ 
ars as are needed, to furnish heat and 
energy. 
All through the body there 
are thousands of little fires. To keep 
these fires going oxygen Is used, and 
carbon dioxide is given off in the same 
w*ny that a fire iu a stove takes in 
oxygen through the lower draft and 
sends carbon dioxide up the chimney. 
In the body the corpuscles supply 
the oxygen and carry away the car­ 
bon dioxide. 
The other w-aste ma­ 
terials, or ashes, are gathered up by 
a system of vessels called lymphatics, 
which empty into the veins. 
These 
veins carry the blood back to the 
heart. The change of the contents of 
the corpuscles from oxygen to car­ 
bon dioxide changes the color of the 
blood from a bright red to a much 
darker shade. 
From the r‘~bt side of the heart, to 
which the blood is brought by the

veins, it is sent to the lungs, where 
the corpuscles exchange their carbon 
dioxide for oxygen and are ready for 
another trip through the body. 
Since oxygen plays such an impor­ 
tant part in keeping up the fires that 
supply the body with heat and ener­ 
gy, it is just as important that the 
animals be well supplied with fresh 
air as it is that they have enough 
food. 
In the winter especially the 
stables are often closed so tigfltly in 
the attempt to keep them warm that 
the air becomes very deficient in oxy­ 
gen. 
In consequence the wmrk of the 
body 
is 
delayed 
and 
the 
general 
health suffers. 
By having ventilators 
in the roof, together with plenty of 
windows at such a height that the 
draft will not blow directly upon the 
animals, fresh air can be admitted 
and impure air drawn off constantly.

26.—In an 
address last night to the Indiana edi­ 
tors and the Repu b lican memb ers of 
the legislatu re at the annu al b anq u et 
of the Repu b lican State Editorial asso­ 
ciation, Senator Bev eridge v ery clearly 
defined the policies of the party , tou ch­ 
ing u pon most of the important q u es­ 
tions immediately b efore the state and 
nation. 
President Strchm, on b ehalf 
of the association, introdu ced the Sen­ 
ator as the sole and ex clu siv e leader 
of the Repu b lican party in Indiana. 
T he Senator’s address called forth 
great applau se b y those present, and 
the b anq u et conclu ded in an enthu sias 
tic lov e feast. 
The Senator said: 
Parties ex ist for the people; not 
the people for parties. 
A man shou ld 
b elong to a party only b ecau se he b e­ 
liev es that its deeds, pu rposes and ten 
dencies are b est for the nation. So we 
see that b roadest patriotism is wisest 
partisanship. 
W here a party degener­ 
ates into a mere organization, try ing 
to k eep v oters together not for the 
w elfare of the nation, b u t for mere par­ 
tisan su ccess and the personal ad­ 
v ancem ent of particu lar men, it b e­ 
com es u nworthy of the su pport c r re­ 
spect of the think ing citizen. 
These general principles mu st deter­ 
mine the cou rse and condu ct of the 
Repu b lican party , b cth as to its organ­ 
ization and its policies.

No party can hold its v oters in any 
possib le way ex cept b y ' the appeal ol 
v ital issu es or b y the ex cellence ol 
candidates. The whip of an organiza 
tion can no longer driv e citizens into 
line. 
So we see that the old methods 
are ob solete. 
“The old order chang 
eth, giv ing place to that which is new.’ 
saith Holy W rit; and this is only a 
simple statem ent of the law of hu man 
progress. 
Upon these b asic principles the Re 
pu b lican party from this day forth 
will su b mit itself to the consideration 
of citizens 
Let those Repu b licans 
who, for reasons which they thou ght 
good, hav e v oted against u s In v ariou s 
districts, now u nderstand that the dooi 
is open for their retu rn; that their 
old places at the fireside are waiting 
for them; and that the fatted calf is 
already roasting on the spits.

Factions Mean Death to Party Success. 


If this b e ou r party policy —and it 
will b e—there can b e no factions 
among u s.

The theories of par­ 
ties and factions are In deadly hos 
tillty . A party is a grou p of citizens in 
su pport of principles cr policies; in 
approv al or disapprov al of general ten­ 
dencies; in endorsement or condemna­ 
tion of the people’s work well done or 
b adly done b y the party which the 
people hav e commissioned to do it. A 
faction is a coterie of political b rig 
ands gathered ab ou t a su b tle and 
scheming leader for pu rposes of their 
mu tu al personal adv ancement. 
The v ery natu re of a faction pre- 


history ; and it is immediately b efore 
u s in ev ery one of the historic reforms 
of the decade now closing. 
We cre­ 
ated the departm ent of commerce and 
lab or, enlarged the powers of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, re­ 
organized the ancient methods which 
made 
ou r 
army 
ob sclete, 
applied 
the civ il serv ice to nearly all gov ern­ 
ment employ es, and are reforming ou r 
consu lar seriv ce—ev ery one of these 
acts and many others illu strate the 
div ine law that “the cld order chang­ 
eth, giv ing place to that which is new.” 
That part of the spoils sy stem which 
still remains m u st, in its tu rn and in 
the ripeness of time, also giv e way to 
a simpler and ju ster method which 
will b etter serv e the people. I intend 
to fight for su ch a law that will mak e 
this needed change. 
Of cou rse, su ch 
a law cannot b e passed nex t y ear, or 
the y ear after, for nearly ev ery great 
reform mov es slowly ; b u t while the 
present sy stem ex ists, I mean to u se 
it in the spirit cf that new day which 
is dawning. 


Public Service Determining Factor in 


Appointments. 
Appointments to all offices will b e 
made from the v iewpoint of pu b lic ser­ 
v ice. 
No machine will b e b u ilded or 
tolerated. 
So far as I am concerned, 
ev ery man appointed to office throu gh 
my recommendation will b e ab solu tely 
free in his political action. 
He may 
su pport any man he chooses for nom­ 
ination to any office u ninflu enced b y 
me and u nb ossed b y any man. I speak 
of the political action of the officehold­ 
er b ecau se I do not think that when a 
man b ecomes an officeholder he ceases 
to b e a citizen. He shou ld b e as mu ch 
interested in his party ’s nominations 
as any other citizen. Nor shou ld party 
serv ice not b e considered—if two men 
are eq u ally good the one who serv es 
his party most worthily shou ld he pre­ 
ferred. 
The pian who tu rns his b ack 
on friends will tu rn his b ack on prin 
ciples; b u t a pu b lic m an’s first du ty is 
to the people, and when he u ses pat­ 
ronage to pay personal ob ligations b y 
appointing u nfit men, he b etray s his 
tru st. 
Tariff Revision. 


What. now. of the things we stand 
for?

b est way to get foreign trade. 
The 
simplest mind can see this at a glance, 
and ev ery stu dent k nows it to b e a 
scientific and historic fact; y et the Op 
position opposes a max imu m and min­ 
imu m tariff. 
They do this b ecau se of 
the ob sclete and foolish political tac­ 
tics of opposing ev ery thing that the 
party in power proposes; and also b e­ 
cau se they decline to stu dy this great 
q u estion.

v aried, that congress can no longer do 
the preparatory work of finding ou t 
the facts and mak ing the classifica­ 
tions. 
Congress nev er cou ld do this 
work well, and the time has come 
when the su b ject is so v ast that it 
cannot do it at all. A b oard of ex perts 
will b e created to perform these la­ 
b ors which congress cannot perform. 
Thu s congress will b e free to do its 
legitimate work of fix ing the du ties 
according to the facts these ex perts 
find ou t for congress and fix ing them 
according to classifications these ex ­ 
perts arrange for congress. 
What this b oard of ex perts is named 
is ab solu tely immaterial. 
When I b e­ 
gan this fight one y ear ago I said that 
I was not wedded to my own b ill or to 
any other b ill, b u t that I was deter­ 
mined u pon the principle. 
At that 
time it seemed hopeless to get any law 
of any k ind prov iding for these ex ­ 
perts.

Methods of Nominating Candidates. 


The other elementary q u estion im­ 
mediately b efore u s is the method of 
nominating candidates. 
This is not 
work fcr the nation’s legislatu re; b u t 
as it affects the election oNcongress- 
men and senators, it is a national su b ­ 
ject and therefore I speak of it. Until 
recent y ears, all candidates were nom­ 
inated b y conv entions; b u t in other 
states than Indiana this freq u ently re­ 
su lted 
disastrou sly 
for 
the people. 
Here and there the conv ention sy stem 
dev eloped into the b oss sy stem; and 
candidates of b oth parties b ecame the 
creatu res of b osses of b oth parties, 
and, when elected, the serv ants of 
b osses instead of serv ants of the peo­ 
ple. The selection of senators b y leg­ 
islatu res 
often 
resu lted 
in 
corru pt 
scandals. 
In some cases, senatorships 
were b ou ght openly ; in others, candi­ 
dates for the legislatu re were nomi 
nated b y the money of senatorial can­ 
didates spent secretly . 
In still other 
cases, professional m aster b osses were 
sent to the senate and k ept there b y 
the interests they serv ed. 
So self-protection forced the people 
to tak e the nomination of party can­ 
didates into their own hands. 
This is 
essentially right. 
If the people elect 
candidates, why shou ld not the people 
nominate candidates? If senators rep­ 
resent the people, why shou ld not the 
people tell their legislatu res whom 
they want elected? 


Importance of Thorough Primary Law. 


I fav or a primary law b y which the 
people at the b allot b ox will nominate 
ev ery officer from constab le to con­ 
gressman and senator, and also nomi­ 
nate the party ’s state committee and 
state chairman. 
It is the people’s of­ 
fices which all these candidates mu st 
fill if they are elected; it is the party ’s 
campaign 
which 
party 
committees 
mu st condu ct. 
Therefore the people 
composing the party shou ld name the 
men who condu ct the party ’s cam 
paign and nominate the men to elect 
whom the party ’s campaign is b eing 
waged. 
Bu t it is far b etter to hav e no pri­ 
mary law whatev er than a half way 
primary law. 
That law is a frau d 
which 
permits 
a 
party 
committee 
which is itself not named b y the peo­ 
ple to direct a primary here or y onder 
or not at all. A primary law which di­ 
rects primaries in cities and denies 
them in the cou ntry is an inju stice to 
b oth. 
This is one of the ex tremely 
few cases admitting of no compromise, 
b ecau se it is a q u estion of fu ndamen 
tal principle of gov ernment. 
Indiana 
shou ld enact a most thorou gh and 
weJl-gu arded primary law, or else it 
shou ld wipe from its statu te b ook s the 
fragmentary , grotesq u e and u nju st pri­ 
mary laws 
which 
now 
deface ou r 
statu te b ook s. 
Any thing short of a 
thorou gh-going reform is 
merely a 
shield and an ex cu se for manipu lators 
and b osses. If we hav e a thorou gh pri­ 
mary la tv the whole q u estion is in the 
hands cf the people, and the people 
themselv es are responsib le for their 
action; if we hav e no primary law at 
all, b osses and m anipu lators are alone 
responsib le for u nwise or ev il action, 
and in the cou rse of time the people 
can and will b ring them to accou nt.
